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AUT H OR 


T has been thought convenient in the new Edition 
of this Manual, to give ſome account of the Au- 
thor ; becauſe (as St. Ambroſe well obſerves) Primus diſ- 
cendi ardor, nobilitas eſt Magiſtri. I. 2. de Virg. Nothing 


more incites us to learn, than the eſteem we have of our Mas +

ſter, Wherefore tho? this Manual has been made uſt 
of by all ſorts of Perſons, with great benefit, and com- 
fort to their Souls; yet when the dignity and ſanctity 
of him that compos'd it, ſhall be known; queſt ion- 
leſs *twill very much encreaſe their eſteem, and raiſe 
their devotion. , : ; 

The Author therefore of this Book was Mr. William 
Clifford, a Prieſt of the Secular Clergy. He was Son- 
to Mr. Een Clifford of Brakenburgh, and Mrs. Eliz. 
Thimelbey of Irnham, who in her Widowhood retir'd 
to the Monaſtary of Englith Nuns in Louain, became 
Religious, and was very mach eſteem'd both for her 
Piety and Parts. He was Lineally deſcended from the 
ancient and noble Family of the Cliffords, who were 
firſt created.Barons, and afterwards Earls of Cumber- 
land. By right of Succeſhon the Baronny fell to him; 
(his Father coming out of the Family before the Earl- 


com was conferr'd on it) and he might juſtly have aſ- 


tum'd the Title of Lord Clifford. But fo great was his 
humility, that nothing diſpleas'd him more than to 
hear this mention'd ; and when any took the liberty 
to ſpeak of his noble extraction, he preſently check'd 
that Diſcourſe, ſaying, he valu'd the Character of 
Prieſt above all Titles of Worldly Honor; and there- 
fore deſir'd not to be taken notice of on any other 
account. | 

The Engliſh Seminary at Lisbon being newly found- 
ed, and ftanding,in need-of able and diſcreet Superi-

ors to undertake the Government of it; the late 
Right Reverend Lord Biſhop Chalcedon matte choice 
of Mr: Clifford for one: And the event ſhew'd hie was 
not miſtakeh in his Judgment of him. Por whoſoever 
has been acquainted with the hiſtory of that Colledge, 
cannot but be.convinc'd that the preſerving of it, was 


owing . to. the, Prudence, Patience, and Piety of 
Mr. Clifford. He had indeed incredible difficulties to 
ſtruggle with, both from the ſtrange humours of the 
Founder, and the extream poverty the Houſe labor. 


under, but Mr. Clifford by patiently ſupporting the 
one; and by his wife Conduct, and Management as to 
the other, fo far overcame. all, that he left the Col- 
ledge in a flouriſhing condition. 

His next Employment was the Government of 
Journey Colledge in Paris, which the Cardinal Richlieu 

anted to the mention'd Lord Biſhop of Chalcedon, 
or the Education of the Engliſh Clergy. Whilſt 
Mr. Clifford was Superior of this Houſe, he had under 


his care (beſides other worthy Members of the Cler- 


gy) the late Right Reverend Lord Biſhop Leyburn : 
and the much efteem'd Dr. Gage, who was Doctor of 
Sorbonne, and died Preſident of the Engliſh Seminary 
After ſome Years ſpent in the mention'd Employ- 
ments, Mr. Clifford retir'd to the Hoſpital, call'd the 
Incurables; where he divided his time betwixt his own 
private Devotions, and his charitable aſſiſtance to- 
wards the poor Infirm Perſons of the ſaid Hoſpital; 
whom he often fery*d with his own Hands, and edifi'd 
with his pious Piſcourſe. 
But the Charity he ſhew'd them, did not make him 
forget the Poor of his own Country. Por during 
his retreat in that Hotpital, he compos'd Two excel- 
ent Books for their ſakes, the one call'd, Chriſtian 
Rules : The other, this preſent Manual: Which (ſuch 
was his Humility) he judg'd only fit for the Poor, and 
Perſons of a mean Capacity; and therefore ſtyles. it 
accordingly, We Tas 
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A Brief Account of the Author. 
Tho' Mr. Clifford had as he thought, ſequeſtred 
himſelf from the World by lying hid in this pious Re- 
treat; yet the ſweet odour of his moſt vertuous Life 
broke forth abroad, and drew many to partake of his 
Adviſe, and profit by his Example. Amongſt others 
the late Abbot Montaigu, after the death of the Queen - 
Mother of England, retir'd to the Hoſpital where 
Mr. Clifford then liv'd : And when this humble Prieft': 
ſaluted the Abbot at his firſt entrance, with thoſe 
Words: My Lord you are come to help me to Die. The 
Abbot reply*d: No Mr. Clifford, I am come to learn of 


you how to live. And indeed his chief motive of choo- 


ſing that Retirement was the great Opinion he had 
of Mr. Cliford's Vertue, and hopes of. profiting by. 
his Example. | 
The uſual condutt of God's Providence towards his 
beft Servants, and moſt belov'd Friends, is to exer- 
ciſe their Patience with long and painful Infirmities. . 
This Tryal was not wanting to Mr. Clifford, and he 
bore all the Incommodities of a long Sicknels, not 
only with Patience, butalſo with ſuch a cheartulneſs 
=_ ſweetneſs, as extreamly edify'd all that came near 
im. 
Abbot Montaigu frequently Viſited him in his Sick 
neſs, and when he found him draw near his end, he 
urg'd him, by many obliging Expreſſions, to. ſig- 
nite what he ſhould do for him. The holy Man for 
ſometime remain'd filent. But the good Abbot 
preſſing again the ſame Queſtion :;. Mr. Clifford an- 
ſwer'd him in theſe Words. My Lord] The only tbing 
I defire of your Lordſhip is, that you will procure à Hive 


for Sr. Peter's Bees. Meaning thereby (as he after- 


wards explicated himſelf) a Houſe in Paris for the 
Engliſh Clergy. The Abbot promis'd to comply 
with his requeſt. And tho' the ſmall remainder. of 
his Life, after Mr. Clifford's deceaſe, or other en- 
gagements of his Charity, did not permit him tot ex- 
ecute this promiſe : Yet. God Almighty, who —_

the will of thoſe that fear and terve him, did by other 
means effett, u hat the pious Mr. Ciiford fo much de- 
rd. And indeed whofoever has heard of the 
ſtrange, and altogether unforeſeen methods by which 
Providenee effected the eſtablimhment of the Semina- 
ry, the Engliſh,Clergy procur'd in Paris not long at- 
ter Mr-Cliford's death, will eafily beliee that he 
obtain'd by his Prayers in Heaven, what he ſo ear- 
neftly begg'd for whileſt he was upon Earth. We 
may allo pioully-ſyppoſe, that the continuance of his 
powerful Prayers, obtain thoſe bletiing; God has been 
plcas'd to bettow on that Houſe in the many (conti- 
dering the ſmalneſs of their number) very able and 
learned Clergy Men it has rais'd to the Dignity ot 
Doctors of Sorbonne. For of the faid Houſe is the 
the Right Reverend Lord Biſhop Giford, and 
the Right Reverend Lord Bihop I:itham. As 
alſo the Reverend Doctor B:thim, whoſe eminent 
Learning and Piety, mov'd the late King James to 
make choice of him for Preceptor to his Son; and 
the great Succeſs of the Doctor's Labours in thay 
important Charge has convinc'd the World, His 
Majeſty could not have made a better choice. Of 
the ſame Houſe atſo was the: late Dr. Me) val, whole 
folid Learning, and moft exemplar Piety, drew a 
veneration from all that had the happineis to be ac- 
quainted with him. Dotor Tomas Witham (ſufficient- 
Iy known for his great Talent in Preaching, and di- 
recting of Souls) is another Member, and at preſent; 
Prendent of that Houſe. Dr. Iigleton (choten by the 
late King for Sub-preceptor. to his Son) is alſo of the 
ſame Society. Several others have, and by God's 
blelſing will ſpring from that Seminary; and who *tis 
hop'd will prove great Lights to the Church, and 
Ornaments to the. Clergy, All which is here men- 
tion'd to tet forth the merits of Mr. Clifford; whoſe 
powerful Prayers, as we may pioully believe, gave u 
— g, and continue to draw down theſe dlefiings 
on that kivule. in 
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A Brief Account of the Author. 

In fine, the end of this holy Man was ſatable to his 
Liſe, molt Pious and Chriſtian, and as he liv'd a-- 
mongkt the Poor, fo allo would he be bury'd amongft 
them, leaving it exprelly in his Will, that his Body 
ſhould be interr'd in the Church-Vard belonging to 
the Hoſpital, the common burying place of ſuch 
Poor as died there. |
